Meeting Objective: 


e We have received reports of citizens getting infections due to drinking the sprinkler water 
at Ramsett Park despite the sign saying, “Do not drink the sprinkler water.” We would 
like to discuss potential solutions to prevent this from happening. 


Meeting Notes: 


e Leslie suggested coordinating with the Health Department to put together a public 
awareness campaign to inform the citizens of Pawnee about the health risks associated 
with drinking water from sprinklers in public parks. 

o April objected to this idea, stating that it sounded lame. 

e April suggested adding poison to sprinkler water. That way, people who drink it won’t 

have to worry about getting an infection because they will be dead. 
o Leslie objected to this idea, stating that it sounded illegal. 


e Jerry suggested that this might not be a problem to worry about after all. He was in 
Ramsett Park a week ago, and he ended up drinking some of the water because he did 
not see the sign. He feels fine, so it seems like maybe drinking the water is okay. 

o A phone call to Ann confirmed that drinking the water is not okay and that Jerry 
needed to leave the meeting and head to the hospital immediately. 

e Donna said that drinking water is boring and that the citizens should drink something 
better instead. 

o Leslie extended this idea and suggested that providing alternative beverages in 
the parks could be an effective way to encourage people to drink something else 
instead of the sprinkler water. 


Meeting Conclusions 


Leslie will follow up with Ann about putting together a public awareness campaign. 
Leslie will explore options for providing alternative beverages in the parks. 
Leslie will check April’s internet history the next time that she leaves her computer 
unattended in order to make sure that she hasn’t actually purchased any poison.
